Fully Explains Loans. 


"When it becomes necessary for a 


Red Cross chapter to loan money to 
an enlisted man's family, the condi- 
tions of repayment are thoroughly ex- 
plained, the obligations put in writ- 
Ing and signed and the collection of 
the loan carefully followed up when 
it becomes due. As has already been 
stated, the Red Cross does not charge 
interest for a loan. 


Grants may be made necessary by 


demands which the family income and 
government allowance cannot be ex- 
pected to provide for, such as sick- 
ness, funerals and need of special 
training to create or increase earning" 
power. Grants in small amounts may 
be required to tide over a period'of 
acute distress until proper inquiry 
can be made and a plan of service de- 
cided upon. 


Allowances are payments at regu- 


lar intervals of a stated sum by tha 
Red Cross Home Service Sections' to 
the relatives of a soldier or sailor. 
They are usually limited, though not 
always, to those not entitled to gov- 
ernment allowance, such as, for ex* 
ample, the families of men serving for 
one of our allies. 


One may wonder how a Red Crow 


chapter, buying several thousand dol- 
lars worth of supplies monthly to he 
made into surgical dressings, woolen 
socks and convalescent gowns, can 
•pend money for civilian relief work. 


Have Civilian Relief Funds. 


Last summer American Red CroM 


chapters raised more than a million 
dollars for the Red Cross War Fund. 
Each chapter was permitted to claim 
a refund of up to 25 per cent of the 
amount collected for the expenses of 
the campaign, for the purchase of raw 
supplies and for its civilian relief 
work. In making claim for refunds, 
each chapter was required to state 
how much of the refund was to be ex- 
pended for civilian relief. 
And now 


the chapters are obligated to keep the 
civilian relief portion for civilian re- 
lief work. To date it has not been 
necessary to draw heavily from this 
reserve.

SUBMARINES AND COAL 


FAMINE. 


A -curious chapter of the war is 


the story of the submarines, the coal 
famine, and the little tugboats that 
ply, their puffing way through our 
harbors and water courses. 
These 


little 
tugboats, 
about 
the 
most 


humble and inconspicuous item of 
our merchant marine, have really 
played an important part in this war. 


When the submarines first began 


their deadly work, merchant ships 
were easy marks. The U-boat came 
to the surface, hung around in a 
leisurely way, and kept firing tor- 
pedoes or guns until the merchant- 
nan vent to the bottom. 


Then the destroyers began their 


deadly submarine hunt, and mer- 
chant ships were armed. The U-boat 
call now often fire but a single shot, 
when they must quickly set out of 
.eight or they may be destroyed by 
depth bombs or well-aimed shots. 
Hence not so many merchantmen 
are being sunk, but a good many are 


crippled by the single shots. 


_3Here comes in the value of the 
tugboats. It is far easier to pull a 
crippled ship into port and repair 
it, then to let it sink and build a new 
one. 
So a great fleet of our tug- 


boats have been called over to the 
other aide wtfere they are doing 
grand work in towing injured ships 
Into harbor. 
^ 


That, however, has crippled onr 


coal-carrying fleets which depends 
to a considerable extent on ocean- 
going tugboats for motive power. 
Tttis has tended to break down water 
tranportation of coal on the Atlan- 
tic1, coast, and has thrown a tre- 
mendous burden on the railroads 
which could not take it. 
They have 


had to divert coal cars from the in- 
terior and to supply regions for- 
merly supplied by water. Terminals 
ha^e become congested, with a con- 
sequent paralysis of all forms of 
transportation ana war-work affect- 
ing the whole country. 


BUILDING MODERN ROADS. 


There are many places that thinK 


they can keep their roads in good 
condition merely by oiling. They do 
not understand that oiling is only a 
maintenance proposition. 
On cer- 


tain loamy soils it leaves a soft road. 
And whenever used, all surface dust 
must be thoroughly swept away, so 
that the bituminous oil will sink into 
the Interstices of the surface and 
form a crust which will last for some 
months for light traffic. 
.In ft great many localities the 
previously-despised materials of sand 
and clay have proved most valuable, 


is a mineral product bavins 
g power, 
but lacking any 


binding quality. 
Clay is a product 


of plastic material, which when of 
.proper quality and in small propor- 
-ttons, fills the interstices between 
the sand particles and holds them 


together tt * hard wearing surface. 
An excess of clay beyond what is 
needed to hold the sand together 
tends to make a soft road. The ma- 
terials are not usually mixed in a 
dry state, but should be thoroughly 
puddled with water. 


In 
building 
on sand, clay 
is 


spread on some six to eight inches 
thick. 
The lucre sandy the clay, 


the greater the amount required. If 
the clay is plastic or lumpy, it wil 
have to be plowed and harrowed 
more. 
Sand must be added as long 


as the material tends to cake up. In 
building on clay the process is re 
sersed. and sand must be added un 
til the road ceases to be sticky. 


This type of construction is more 


widely practical than people think 
and is useful in a great many sec 
tions, and is the cheapest kind o: 
modern 
road. 
In conclusion 
i 


should be said that no two localities 
have 
conditions 
precisely 
alike 


Every town has its own road-mak 
ing 
problem, 
needing 
individua 


study by practical men with experi 
ence of modern road-building.

the 
most 
appalling 
stages of starvation and disease. 


A dispensary has been opened in 


Jerusalem with two native doctors 
in charge and a staff of nurses,- but 
it is crowded far beyond its capacity. 


Dr. Scrungeour, of the new gov- 


ernment corps in Palestine, writes 
that wheat and bread are so scarce 
in Jerusalem that they can only be 
obtained at "famine prices," and 
that the shortage of fuel is most 
acute. 


Stray refugee families need help 


in 'earning a living, some-,can get 
along if they have their rent payed 
for them, others have been helped 
by the donation of a sewing ma- 
chine, they are then employed to 
make much-needed garments for the 
Syrian relief committee and are thus 
enabled to- support their own fam- 
ilies, and at the same time help the 
destitute Syrians. 


The Red Cross committee reports 


that in Cairo the number of adults 
dependent upon the diet kitchen, es- 
tablished for the prevention of pel- 
lagra is diminishing, there are only 
175, but that the number of chil- 
dren in need of this extra food is in- 
creasing all the time. 


The city of Gaza has been almost 


distroyed by the constant fighting 
whch has taken place there since 
last April. 
Not a single roof has 


been left in place. 
The inhabitants 


have all been driven out absolutely 
destitute. 


After wandering about 
homeless 


and in the most deplorable condition 
for nearly three years, 23 survivors 
out of a total of 250 Armenian ref- 
ugees from a village near Caesarea, 
n central Asia Minor, have just ar- 
rived "at the Port Said 
refugee 


camp. 
The suffering these people 


have been through is heartrending. 
" 'I am so hungry! 
Oh, so hun- 
jry!' This plaintive cry arrested a 
missionary as he passed through a 
deserted village. It came from the 
lips of a little child outstretched in 
a doorway, too weak to keep up with 
the refugees she had been left all 
alone to die of hunger. Four hun- 
dred thousand wretched little chil- 
dren like this one have been found 
and gathered into orphanages in 
western Asia. 
In Lebanon alone 


they died at the rate of 1000 a day 
last winter. Funds must be had at 
once if any are to be saved this 
year.

WHEAT SHORTAGE IN ITALY 
So great is the scarcity of wheat in 
Italy that in some parts of tiie country 
the manufacture of spaghetti and mac- 
aroni has been prohibited, in Milan all 
bakers and bread sellers have been for- 
bidden to make, sell or keep alimen- 
tary pastes. 
Spaghetti is known throughout the 
country as an Italian food. Just as 
bread is called the staff of life in this 
country, spaghetti has been the staff 
of life In Italy. Scarcely a meal would 
be considered complete without it. Tlie 
Italian would rather relinquish almost 
any food than to give up his dearly 
loved spaghetti. 
That is just one of the hardships war 
has brought to the lands of I»eople as- 
sociated with us in war. Unless we re- 
duce our home consumption sufficient- 
ly to take care of those people over th* 
sea, Italy will still be longing and 
craving for her "pastes'" until after this 
war is ended, and her men can return 
to the fields. If we refuse to save that 
they may be fed, the burdens they have 
borne for us mill leave them weaker 
and less able to strike a telling blow 
against our foe. 
Refusal to relieve 
them in an hour of dire distress will 
mark our ingratitude for the unselfish 
sacrifice they have made for us. 
In September so great had become 
this shortage of wheat 3n Italy that it 
was necessary to reduce the soldiers' 
ration from 750 to 609 grammes a <3aj. 
It was already less than the amount 
usually consumed by the average Amer- 
ican not employed at hard labor. Wlien 
it is remembered that, no matter how 
serious the shortage becomes, the 
soldier is always the last to suffer from 
scarcity ofscarcily of food, it is not 
difficult to understand that Italy has 
almost exhausted her last available re- 
aoufce.

COX URGES TEST 


OF SEED CORN BY 


FARMERS OF OHIO 


(ASSOCIATED RWESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbua, Feb. 19.—Seventy-six 


of the, 88 equities in Ohio were rep- 
resented" here today at the meeting 
of the county school superintendents 
called by Governor Cox, Fred C. 
Croxton, federal food administrator 
for Ohio, and B. F. Pearson, state 
superintendent of public Instruction, 
to discuss the Ohio seed corn situa- 
tion. 
In an address, Governor Cox urged 


the school men to go back to the 
counties and "sound a Paul Revere 
alarm" over the seed corn situation 
in Ohio. ' "Send the word home 
through the pnpils of the 
rural 


schools," said the governor. "Get in 
touch with the farmers. 
Persuade 


them to have their corn brought in 
for testing. 
Dedicate every ounce 


of your energy to saving Ohio from 
a corn famine or anything approach- 
ing it." 


Today wag said to be the first 


time in history that the county 
school 
superintendent 
were 
ever 


called together for anything except 
a purely educational purpose. 


The governor 
also asked 
the 


school men to lend their support tc 
the plan of raising funds in Ohio 
for the families of soldiers by means 
of community auction sales, to sup- 
plement the work of the Red Cross. 
He also asked them to encourage 
production and explained the tractor 
movement to them. In his address, 
the governor flayed Ohio's present 
financial 
system 
in 
her 
public 


schools. He called the state school 
levy and enumeration system archaic 
and said "there is no reason for its 
maintenance." He put it up to the 
county superintendents to make the 
sentiment which would wipe out the 
present system.' 


"The country districts have bad 


.the short end jof, tie .stick on the 
enumeration 
system,"- 
he 
said. 


"Strike off the state levy and 95 per 
cent of the communities will get 
along. Then let^the state appropri- 
ate a definite sum for the school dis- 
tricts, measures by necessities. 
Let 


every district come in and get what 
it is entitled to- without approaching 
the statehouse as beggars." 


If he decided to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature this* spring, 
the governor 
promised to recom- 


mend an increase of not less than 
$250,000 to -the fund for the weak 
school districts. -

SAVINGS IN A BALANCED 


HORSE RATION. 


The "sweet-feed" manufacturers 


are not a branch of the candy indus- 
try, as might be inferred from their 
trade name, but make mixed feeds 
for live stock, utilizing low-grade 
molasses in combination with grain, 
alfalfa meal, and other products. At 
a recent meeting in Memphis men 
in this Industry demonstrated that 
there is a -wide margin for conserva- 
tion of grain through the use of a 
balanced sweet-feed ration for horses, 
as reported in the Manufacturers' 
Record. 
It was shown that there 


are 30,000,000 horses in this country, 
each of which consumes 2 1-2 tons 
of feed annually. A balanced ration 
might effect a savins of 400 pounds 
of grain to each ton of feed. The use 
of sweet weeds is increasings, being 
370,000 tons today as .compared with 
only 20,000 tons seven years ago. 


TO GROW IIOORICE. 


Lack of shipping facilities 
has 


caused a shortage of licorice, and a 
company has been formed to culti- 
vate this plant on 1000 acres of bar- 
ren land in New Jersey; Thirty acres 
have been planted in the crop, using 
licorice roots imported from the Me- 
diterian countries. 
The culture of 


licorice in this region is as yet ad- 
mittedly in the experimental stage.

Agriculture 
considers 
snails important enough to issue a 
bulletin on snail farming. There is al- 
ready a great demand from our foreign - 
born population, which would undoubt- 
edly be increased if snails were culti- 
vated here. Any hack yard is big 
enough for a snail farm. A plot 25 in 
SO feet square will accommodate JWO 
snails, fed on leaves, cabbages, lettuce. 
endive, chopped hohl-robi, dandelion 
leaves, or potatoes On larger plots 
snails will thrive on wild plants 
Snails will not leave their farm if 
they have sufficient rood and reason- 
able range, and do not 
need to »»e 
fenced in. A female will laj from **> 
to «0 eggs In June and July, and in 2" 
days the baby snails will be hatched 
out, and attain marble size by cold 
weather. They spend the winter buried 
in the ground. coming out in spring 
and feeding all summer, being ready for 
market by the following antumn.
